Portsmouth is rapidly 


becoming the center of business for 
large portions of Ohio, Kentucky and 
West Virginia, and such events as yes- 
terday will do much to push it to the 


-x.front. 


The thirty dollar paint job of the 


aohooi board has now passed ,the three 
hundred dollar limit and is still going 
up. Nothing strange in that. It is 
only another sample of gang rule and 
gang methods. 
Under the system now 


in vogue in Scioto county the officials 
are the tools of gang leaders and do hut 
little more thau sign vouchers and 
count out the funds. 
It is a glorious 


privilege to bo permitted to stay in 


into districts in charge of 
officials 


trained in the forestry 
schools of 


which there are four in Germany. 
These men have charge of all private, 
as well as public timber; all parks, 
gardens, 
pleasure grounds, hospital 


grounds, school grounds, every street 
and boulevard that is shaded and every 
acre of territory that contains a tree. 
It is their business to see that the pub- 
lic grounds are kept in good order, that 
the trees are trimmed and new ones are 
planted. 
Every highway in rural 


Germany is lined with trees, which not- 
only furnish shade, but in 
winter, 


when ths bara hills are covered with 
snow, point out the road to the trav- 
elers, for there are no fences, 
and 


hedges are very scarce. Mr. Curtis 
gives this account of the forestry laws 
and the way they are administeied: 


The law requires that every land- 


owner shall plant a certain proportion 
of his acreage to trees, and it must be 
done under the direction of the head 
foreuter, who selects the variety for 
which the soil and location seem best 
adapted. 
The ground is plowed and 


cultivated just as it would be for corn 
or wheat, and the trees at first are 
planted very thickly, so that they grow 
up like a deense mass of underbrush. 
At the end of ten years the head 
forester inspects them and gives direc 
tions for the clearing out of a certain 
proportion that look the least promis 
ing. Five years later there is another 
dealing, and by that time the forest 
has reached proportions of importance, 
and will furnish each year a certain 
amount of fuel and timber, just as a 
dairy farm will furnish its quota of 
milk, butter and cheese. But if the 
owner desires to fell any of his trees 
he must obtain permisssion from the 
head forester, who selects those which 
are in a state of decay or for some other 
reason can be spared. 
Most of the fuel 


used by the German farmers and in 
their villages comes from its forests, 
and in the winter the supply for the 
nest year is cut. Then the forester 
goes through the woods and brands the 
trunks 
of the trees that may 
be 


chopped. 
There is a heavy penalty for 


any violation of the forestry law. 
, 


Nearly all the villages have their 


groves for recreation and, pleasure, and 
Mr. Ourtia says there is an artificial 
forest of dense timber, 12 by 6 miles 
in area, on She very edge of Fraufkort, 
which belongs to the municipality, 
and has been grown from the seed 
within the last fifty years. 
There are 


several hundred miles of footpaths and 
driveways and saddle roads through it, 
and several restaurants and road houses 
where refreshments can ha obtained. 
They are always crowded with people 
on Sundays and holidays. 


It would be impossible to introduce 


the 
German system in the United 


States, as our people would not stand 
so much governmental supervision and 
control, but something should be done 
to stay the.destruction of our forests. 
Tariff laws which put a premium on 
timber devastation should be modified. 
We should be glad to get all the white 
pine we can from Canada and save our 
own.—Pittsburg Post.

a beautiful day for a holiday—not too 
warm and not too cold, and it was 
fully appreciated by the people in this 
city and vicinity. They were out early 
and they stayed late, and most of them 
saw everything in sight. 
They saw 


tho monster labor parde and took in 
the picnics at Droege's and at Tim- 
monds park, and too they took in the 
circus and found time to see a few inn- 
ings of the best ball games of the 
season. 
They saw everything there 


was to see, in fact, and went home 
happy, if awfully tired. 


The labor celebration was a huge 


success—by all odda the best and larg- 
est ever [held in Portsmouth. 
There 


was more interest taken, and conse- 
quently a bigger turn out than ever 
before, and those in charge—the com- 
mittees who worked np the parade and 
the grand marshal and his aides—are 
deserving of the highest praise for the 
success of the day. 


The parade, which moved promptly

Jumped a Trailer Car "on the Street 


Railroad This Afternoon. 


Four Passengers Injured. One Boy Named 


Foul Pernaps Fatally.

-Harry Williams Haa Bight TlilgU Broken- 


Accident Happened Near the Gates 


Residence—Car Was Loaded Fats- 


Worst Accident on [Street Kall- 


ruad for a Long lime. 


One of ttie worst accidents in the 


history of the street railroad occurred 
this afternoon, about a quarter past 
one o'clock, near the residence of W. 
W. Gates, just this side of New Bos- 
ton. 
A trailer car, crowded with pas- 


sengers bound for the bioyole races, 
jumped the track, and, bumping along 
on the ties, hurled several passengers 
over the fence into the adjoining field. 


Four 
passengers 
were 
injured. 


Merely Font, a hoy about eighteen or 
nineteen, who lives near the Wait 
Cabinet works, was the worst injured. 
He bus two ribs broken, and was in- 
jured about the head and shoulders 
and is badly injured internally. His 
condition is serious. 


Hairy 
Williams, 
pon 
of D. L. 


Williams, of East Fourth street, had 
his right thigh broken and was bruised 
up considerably. 


Earl Hicks, living at 614 Campbell 


avenue, had his hand mashed and cut. 
Nothing serious. 


Hairy Dodds, son of O. C. Dodds, 


152 East Eleventh street, hadiiis leg 
and knee bruised, but not serious. 
None of the other passengers were in- 
jured. 


The accident happoaod about fifteen 


minutes after one o'clock, about fifty 
yards this side of the Gates residence. 
Motor oar F, with Motorman Dad Ben- 
nett and Conductor Gerlach in charge, 
•was en route for New Boston with a 
trailer crowded with passengers. 
The 


seats were all filled and many people 
were standing on the running boards 
and holding onto the seats. The car 
was moving at what was considered a 
safe speed. For some distance this 
side of the Gates residence the track 
was in bad shape on account of wagons 
having piled dnst up over the rail 
nearest the road. 
In some places the 


rail was completely 
covered, and it 


was one of these place that caused the 
trouble. 
Tha motor car got by all 


right, 
but 
the 
trailer 
got 
into 


trouble. 
The rear trncks jumped 


the 
track, 
allowing that end to 


• swing in towards the fence. 
The 


forward trucks also left the track and 
the trailer bumped along on the ground 
for a little distance before the motor- 
man could stop the oar. The trailer 
probably moved n little over a car 
length. 
It then struck a pole and 


stopped abruptly, bending the roof of 
the car and breaking a post of the car. 


The boys who were injured ware 


standing on the running board ou the 
south side of the car next to the fence. 
They were hurled from the car when it 
struck the pole. 
Font was thown 


through the air, striking ou ihe top of 
the fence find bouncing on over into 
the corn-field. 
He fell heavily and 


was injured, as stated above. Hairy 
Williams was thrown into the fence 
heavily and hnng suspended from the 
fence. 
The Hicks boy hud his hand 


caught between the cur and fauce. One 
of his fingers was almost cut in two. 
Dodds had his trousers ripped and his 
log skinnod and torn. 
Some old gen- 


tleman, whose name could not bo 
learned, was thrown 
off 
nud badly 


shaken up. 


The accident CUUFCC! a big commo- 


tion among the passengers on the car 
and there was tremendous excitement 
for a few minutes. 
The injured boys 


were then taken into Gates' residence 
and mnde as comfortable as passible. 
In the meantime word was sent to the 
city and Dr. S. S. Haldormau sent out 
to tho scone of the accident on a special 
car. 
He temporarily bandaged 
the 


wounda of tha injured nud then had 
thorn brought to tho city on a car. They 
wero met at tho oflico of tho Street 
Railway company by Got/.'s amnblnuco 
and the Font and Williams boys tnkou 
to their respective homes and their 
wounds looked after. 
The other boys 


were ablo to look after themselves. 


The accident was, all things consid- 


ered, a Incky one, nnd it is fortunate 
that no lives wero lost. 
It was one of 


thoso unfortunate things that will hap- 
pen and for which no one is to blame. 
The motor car pulling the wrecked 
trailer was in charge of Dad Bennett, 
the oldest and safest man on the rail- 
road. 
Ho was running at a very mod- 


erate rate of speed. 


As to tho sand coveting the guard 


rail, it goems tint the commissioners 
are graveling the pike in this vicinity. 
This makes heavy hauling, and teams 
for the past few days have been driv- 
ing on the railroad track. This natur- 


s- 
ally worked tho gravel on the track and 
covered the rail next to the road. 
As 


fast as it could bo cleaned off it would 
bo worked back again. This was what 
caused the accident. 
Tho railroad 


company, 
foreseeing 
that 
damage 


might icsnlt from the gravel and sand 
working on the track, hart petitioned 
the commissioners some time ago for 
permission to raise their track a few 
inches above 
the road-bed along in 


this neighboihood, but no action was 
ever taken on their pstition.

New Orleans, Sept. 7.— The Louisi- 


ana state board of health kept faith 
with its sister bodies of the south and 
the 
of the country when it made 


official announcement as a result of a 
careful autopsy that Raoul Gelpi, 13, 
tad died of yellow fever. 


Gelpi was tne son of prominent peo- 


ple here. Soon after arriving, despite 
the best medical attention, he died. 


Dr. Theard, the physician in charge, 


immediately reported to the board of 
health and expressed the opinion that 
death was due to yellow 
fever. An 


autopsy proved that Dr. Theard's idea 
of yellow fever 
was correct. Steps 


were promptly taken to prevent a pos- 
sible spread of the aisease. As 
the 


case was one of importation, the doc- 
tors expressed confidence 
that 
they 


would be able to check the spread of 
the disease. 


The board during the day had or- 


dered a rigid quarantine against all 
points on the gulf coast and had taken 
every precaution to guard all avenues 
of communication against the 
entry 


into the city of any person from Ocean 
Springs, Biloxi, or other points on the 
sound, which it was thought the fever 
may reach, 


During the day the bulletin boards 


tad been thronged; the board of health 
office beseiged and the "Western union 
jWire.s freighted with messages to and 
from, the various coast resorts. In the 
'meantime, however, reassuring 
tele- 


grams arrived from Ocean Springs that 
the Mississippi board of 
health 
had 


taken and would take every precau- 
tion possible to circumscribe the limits 
of the epidemic and prevent its com- 
munication to the outside world. 


"We have no fear," said Dr Wahns- 


ley, acting president of the board of 
health, "that the fever will spread in 
New Orleans.

I am well within the truth, 
therefore, when I say the Gelpi caso 
is the only one of yellow fever in New 
Orleans up to the present time, and I 
am sure we have the city 
fully cov-

cially concern the producers of wealth 


"In a pamphlet written

tinguished New York banker, I fine

farmers and laborers depends upon th 
prosperity of the business man. 
So 


long as one entertains such, an idea he 
is certain to entertain erroneous views 
upon social and political questions. All 
of the literary, professional and com- 
mercial classes will find upon Investi- 
gation that they rest upon those whose 
brain and muscle convert the natural 
resources of the country into material 
wealth. 


"Not only must any real prosperity 


begin with those who toil, but the na- 
tion's progress toward higher civiliza- 
tion must be measured by the progress 
made by the producing classes. 


Legislation a Tractor. 


"Mental discipline, moral 
training, 


habits of industry and economy, 
all 


have their jiart in improving the gen- 
oral condition of our people, and yet 
the influence of legislation must not 
be overlooked. A form of government 
like ours makes it possible for the peo- 
ple to have such legislation as they de- 
sire, but even then it is possible for 
a few persons to overreach the people 
as a. whole. The welfare of the people 
must be sought, not in'the securing of 
special privileges to themselves, but in 
denying of special privileges to any- 
one.
